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(57) Abstract: The present invention is directed to an electronically controlled paintball marker with magnetic control, having a 
trigger in communication with an electronic controller and a bolt configured to reciprocate in response to a magnetic force applied to 

^ a portion of the bolt during a firing sequence. Actuation of the trigger initiates a firing sequence activating electromagnets controlled 

1^ by the electronic controUer. 
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
